Thomas Michael Johnson, 51,of Van Buren 
Township pleaded guilty to one count of 
Receiving and Concealing Stolen Property 
at a court session April

appointed attorney. In

Johnson 
were dismissed. 

Johnson told the judge he was to have 
heart valve surgery in May. Judge Green 
put him on probation and will sentence him 
in two months. 

The break-in victim who owned the stolen 
goods possessed by Johnson will receive 
notice of the sentencing date. She asked for 
restitution and she will need to show proof 
of out-of-pocket expenses. 

Johnson was arrested April 4 by Van 
Buren Township Police after being found 
with a stolen flat-screened TV and other 
stolen items. 

In a news release April 30, VBT Police 
Captain Greg Laurain said with Johnson’s 
arrest, police came closer to solving the 
rash of home invasions in the Denton 
Subdivision from November through 
April. 

Captain Laurain said Special Investigative 
Unit (SIU) personnel spent countless hours 
of surveillance and investigating tips. He 
said they put together five cases after seeing 
Johnson attempting to transport stolen 
property from his residence in the 6500 
block of Parkside in Town and Country 
mobile home park. He was carrying a 
flat screened TV stolen from a Michigan 
Avenue home the day before. 

Laurain said a search warrant was executed

VBT Police report home 
invasion of occupied 
dwelling on Forestdale 


At about 5:45 a.m. Sunday, a young, 
black male entered an unlocked garage 
window and then forced his way through 
a locked service door into a house in the

The resident told Van Buren Township 
Police that she was sleeping in a basement 
bedroom when she heard noises coming 
from upstairs and thought it was her 
husband coming home.

Captain Laurain said it currently appears 
to be arandom crime of opportunity and the 
resident was not targeted by the suspect.

Sumpter Twp. Board considers 
Nature Conservacy proposal

Sumpter Township contains one of the 
most bio-diverse regions in the world, with 
more than 200 different species of plants 
and wildlife in an acre. 

This was the message brought to the 
township board at its April 24 workshop 
meeting by representatives of the non- 
profit Nature Conservacy who want to use 
their Green Ribbon Initiative grant funds to 
rehabilitate three township-owned parcels 
in the Lakeplain Oak Openings Region, 
which straddles the Michigan-Ohio state 
line and reaches up into Sumpter. 

The work would include cutting down 
of invasive species and a prescribed burn 
that would destroy the scrub and allow the 
meadowland to grow its flowers and native 
grasses. 

Parcels targeted are at the northwest corner 
of Arkona and Martinsville; on Martinsville 
south of Willow; and on Rawsonville south 
of Arkona. 

The Green Ribbon Initiative partnership 
group provides “I’m Proud to Live in the 
Oak Openings Region” plaques for those 
participating in the land registry. 

The township board will have its attorney 
look over the legal agreement necessary 
and will make a decision at an upcoming 
meeting. There would be no cost to the 
township. 

Conservancy representative Mike Losey 
said Blue Weekend is being celebrated May 
17-20 and he urged those interested to get 
more information on www.oakopenings. 
org . 

Also, at the April 24 workshop, the 
board: 

e Heard a presentation by IVSCOMM, a 
voice-over-internet protocol. The business 
will study township phone bills and come 
back with a report on how much this will 
save the township. The police department 
already has VOI from another vendor; 

e Heard a presentation by Rhonda 
Overman of Van Buren Township who 
volunteered to be a chaplain for the police 
and fire departments. During the regular 
meeting she was approved as chaplain, 
pending a background check; 

e Heard a presentation from Cody of 
Boy Scout Troop 231, who wants to build 
a 13x20’ pavilion on a cement slab at the 
fire station to provide a covered area for 
chicken dinners, cookouts, and other fire 
department events. He wants to do it for his 
Eagle Scout project. The fire department 
already gave its approval; 

e Heard Jamie Goode tell about the 
specialized fire fighter training he would 
like to attend in Howell throughout the 
summer. The training would qualify him 


for a Western Wayne consortium position 
that would save the township money. Cost 
for hotel stays at various times from May 
through September would be $1,193.40, 
which the board approved during the 
regular meeting; and 

e Heard Belleville Police Chief Gene 
Taylor tell of his flag project for the greater 
Belleville area that is aimed at getting 
everyone, in businesses and homes, to fly 
an American flag on Flag Day, June 14. 
Chief Taylor has available kits that include 
a porch flag, a pole, and brackets (and a 
bumper sticker) for $15. Those kits will be 
available at the Sumpter Police Department. 
Chief Taylor said those who cannot afford 
to buy a flag can get a free flag through his 
program. 

In business at the April 24 regular meeting, 
which followed the workshop, the board: 

e Learned the Parks and Recreation 
Commission decided to have Mary 
Sherwood as Grand Marshall of the Sumpter 
Country Fest Parade. Honorary Citizens 
will be Leroy and Kathy Paige, Gertie Bies 
and daughters Diane and Theresa; 

e Approved consigning the 1999 F-150 
water/sewer pickup truck to Fox Auto Parts 
Auction to sell; 

e Approved ona 6-1 vote, with Trustee Alan 
Bates voting no, awarding a $23,448.40 bid 
to Diversified Excavating for Banotai Park 
site work, paid from the $40,000 Wayne 
County Parks Grant; 

e Approved drafting of an ordinance 
requiring banks or mortgage lenders to 
notify the township on foreclosures and 
abandoned homes; 

e Approved having Great Lakes do the 
fireworks at the Country Fest on Sunday, 
May 27, with a rain date of May 28; 

e Approved appointment of Jim Chudzinski 
as an alternate to the Parks and Recreation 
Commission; 

e Approved first reading of Ordinance 
40-B to regulate activity within the parks, 
particularly concerning watercraft; 

e Approved the contractual appointment of 
Malissa Baker as the Police Administration 
and Operations Coordinator; 

e Approved the first reading of Ordinance 
91-59C, concerning changes to the 
Obstruction of Public Ways, Noxious 
Shrubs, Plants, Weeds and Other Conditions 
ordinance; 

e Approved the new organizational chart 
and standard operating procedure for the 
Building and Ordinance Department; 

e Approved moving Randy Lynch 
from part-time DPW worker to full-time 
AFSCME employee with duties split 
between Ordinance and DPW departments; 

e Approved moving Michael Petrowski 
from part-time to full-time AFSCME

Willow Run Tea Party

At Monday’s work/study and Tuesday’s 
regular meetings of the Van Buren 
Township Board of trustees, members of 
the Willow Run Tea Party Caucus came to 
comment on agenda items and offer advice 
on how to run a more people friendly — and 
legal -- government. 

There were about ten members there, most 
from the Ypsilanti area, but some from Van 
Buren and Sumpter townships. 

Director of the Willow Run Tea Party 
Caucus is Dennis Moore, BHS °71, who 
invited anyone interested to their meetings 
at the Big Sky Diner from 9 p.m. to 
midnight every Friday. (Actually, most 
people stick around talking until 2 a.m., 
Moore said later.) 

Township Supervisor White tried to shut 
Moore down while issuing the invitation, 
citing a rule against political statements. 
White said John Herman’s invitation to the 
Democratic Caucuses on Saturday, made a 
little earlier in the meeting, was different. 

Tea Party member Dr. Douglas Smith, a 
retired professor of pathology at the U of 
M, criticized the board’s roll call vote to go 
into executive session during a workshop 
session the day before for not being in the 
official minutes posted on the internet. The 
vote is part of the workshop minutes, he 
was told, and that’s available to the public 
by FOIA. Dr. Smith was very unhappy 
with that answer. Citizens having to FOIA 
minutes? Looks like the Tea Party is on the 
job to get VBT on the straight and narrow.

A reader called to say she was thinking 
of running for the Belleville Area District 
Library Board. She asked if the board 
members got paid. The answer is: No. 

Jason Hunt of Sumpter Township called 
to tell me that he was the Good Samaritan 
who directed traffic in a reflective vest on 
Rawsonville Road after the big tree fell over 
on April 23 and blocked the roadway, as 
pictured in our April 26 issue. 

Jason said there was just enough room for 
one lane of traffic and he was afraid someone 
would get hit head-on if everyone, both 
north- and southbound, tried to get around 
the tree at once. 

He said he is not a construction worker, 
as the picture-taker suggested. He was on his 
way home from work in a factory. He said he 
carries the reflective vest in his car and just 
put it on and started directing traffic, letting 
a few northbound through and then a few 
southbound and so forth. 

Finally the Washtenaw County Sheriff’s 
Department arrived and blocked the 
southbound traffic at Snow Road, allowing 
it to be just one-way northbound. He said he 
thinks the Road Commission was coming to 
take care of the tree. 

Last Thursday, when we drove by 
on Rawsonville as we delivered our 
Independents, we could see the tree was cut 
up and piled by the side of the road. 

Ken Cloutier of Belle Villa in Belleville 
said that at about 2 p.m. last Thursday he 
saw a female Mallard with about 10 little 
ducklings in his neighborhood. He tried to 
count the ducklings, but they kept walking on 
each other, milling around, and falling down 
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as they were trying to get up on the curb, so 
he had a hard time being precise with the 
count. 

He wondered if this duck family was the 
same one that was saved on Main Street. I 
doubt it, but I wouldn’t be able to tell them 
apart under any conditions. I’m sure there are 
a lot of duck families out and around these 
days. And, then there are the families of 
Canada geese everywhere. 

A website called UFO Stalker states that 
an unidentified flying object was reported to 
have been seen at about 9:30 p.m. Friday in 
the Harmony Lane area, north of Belleville 
Lake. 

The eye-witness report said the slow- 
moving ball moved across the sky from west 
to south, starting from the left side of Venus, 
from the Belleville, MI point of view. It 
made no sound and it was steady. It appeared 
orange/yellow near Venus and then looked 
white when it was “over us.” 

This is the third sighting in Belleville 
reported to the website, with the last one on 
April 6 and the one before that on July 30, 
2011. 

The website has a chart that shows there are 
20-30 UFOs sighted globally per day. 

On Monday, I asked VBT Trustee Jeff Jahr, 
who lives on Harmony Lane, if he was the one 
who reported the UFO and he said it wasn’t 
him, but if he saw one he might report it.

19 Independent on Civil War descendants 
and about Henry Lewis, Congressional 
Medal of Honor awardee. I’ve included 
additional information about Henry in 
response to Ryan Bidwell’s remarks in the 
April 26 paper. 

Henry Lewis joined the 47" Ohio Infantry 
from Adrian. A group from Michigan had 
formed this Company and Michigan’s 
Governor would not accept them as 
Michigan’s quota had been reached. The 
men then contacted the Governor of Ohio 
and he was willing to accept the men as 
Company B and attached them to the Ohio 
47" Infantry. 

Henry Lewis, along with a Henry Peters, 
received the last Congressional Medals of 
Honor on April 17, 1917 for the Civil War. 
Henry Lewis was still alive at that time. 

Sadly, this wonderful honor that began 
for Civil War soldiers was widely abused. 
Medals were given to the 27" Maine for 
enlisting, members who were members of 
Lincoln’s funeral guard, etc. 

In 1916, a special panel of five retired 
Army generals was given the task of 
reviewing the Army’s Medal recipients. 
This authority studied the cases of the 
1,519 medals bestowed by the army and 
rescinded 911 of them. Several may have 
been appealed and restored at a later date. 
(The 1,519 were from the Civil War.) 

Your readers might like to know that my 
husband Keith and I have been researching 
our local boys in the Civil War and may 
reach nearly 200 of them who either lived 
here before the War, moved here after the 
War, or are buried here. 

We will be doing more programs on local 
soldiers in the future. With community 
support, we hope to raise funds to gather 
and preserve the history of our Civil War 
soldiers. 

If you have an ancestor from our 
community who served in the War, please 
let us know.

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Romulus pre-trial exams in VBT 
board room completed on Monday

On Monday, 33" District Court Judge 
James K. Kersten ended the pre-trial exams 
for seven defendants in the Romulus police 
corruption case. 

The 34" District Court exams had been 
held before the visiting judge for five days 
at the Van Buren Township Hall, and had 
been expected to continue for three or four 
weeks. 

Judge Kersten ruled that transcripts of the 
proceedings would be completed and then 
there would be 45 days for the prosecution 
to prepare oral arguments and then another 
45 days for the defense attorneys to 
respond. Then there would be another 20 
days for the prosecution to respond. 

The Wayne County Prosecutor’s Office 
team figured the case will be delayed for 
about 120 days. 

Meanwhile, the defendants are out on 
personal bond. They are: 

e Michael St. Andre, former Romulus 
Police Chief, who faces 10 charges, 
including conducting a criminal enterprise 
and acquiring or maintaining a criminal 
enterprise. He faces up to 20 years in 
prison; 

e Sandra Vlaz-St. Andre, his wife, who 
faces up to 20 years for allegedly acquiring 
or maintaining a criminal enterprise and a 


charge of conspiracy criminal enterprise; 

e Detective/Sgt. Richard Balzer who faces 
felony racketeering charges that carry up to 
20 years in prison; 

e Detective Donald Hopkins who faces 
felony racketeering charges that carry up to 
20 years in prison; 

e Detective Richard Landry who faces 
felony racketeering charges that carry up to 
20 years in prison; 

e Detective Jeremy Channells who faces 
charges of misconduct in office that carry 
up to 5 years in prison; and 

e Detective Larry Droege who faces 
charges of misconduct in office that carry 
up to five years in prison. 

When all the district court procedures 
are complete, Judge Kersten will decide 
whether there is reason to believe crimes 
were committed and whether these 
defendants might have been the ones 
committing the crimes. If so, he will bind 
the defendants over for trial in Wayne 
County Circuit Court. 

The district court sessions were held 
in the VBT board meeting room because 
the courtrooms at 34" District Court were 
not large enough to accommodate all the 
defendants, all their defense attorneys, 
Wayne County Assistant Prosecutor Lori 
Dawson and her team, and two sets of 
binders holding 20,000 pages of evidence.

Judge binds over 3 VBT 
teens for trial, 1 teen 
waives pre-trial exam

Four Van Buren Township 17-year-old 
males are scheduled to be arraigned on 
the evidence at 9 a.m. May 8 at the Frank 
Murphy Hall of Justice in Detroit on 
charges surrounding kicking in of a door 
to a mobile home and holding a couple at 
gunpoint during a robbery. 

On April 24, the second day of a 
preliminary exam that was split into two 
sessions, 34" District Court Judge Brian 
Oakley bound over three teens, continuing 
the $10,000 cash bond each, and continuing 
their use of tethers. 

Bound over were: Renj Scribbling- 
Elmore, Jaleel Deontae Booker, and Joseph 
Perry Marsh. 

The fourth teen, Brandon Maurice 
Fair, alleged driver of the getaway car, 
voluntarily waived the preliminary exam 
at the beginning of the second session, in 
order to go directly to trial. His $10,000 
cash bond continues. He also is on a 
tether. 

All the teens are charged with two counts 
of armed robbery, home invasion in the 
first degree, and possession of marijuana, 
with Marsh and Fair also having weapons 
charges. The charges could bring up to life 
in prison. 

The alleged fifth member of the group, 
Raymond Hicks, has not been charged. 

The first witness brought by Wayne 
County Assistant Prosecutor Carol Murray 
was Scott Moore, who testified he had 
walked his friend home from work at about 
10:30 p.m. March 22 in the Wagon Wheel 
South mobile home park, north of Michigan 
Avenue in VBT. He said he noticed four to 
five people in a Chevy Impala going real 
slow and something didn’t feel right. The 
driver said he was looking for Sarah. 

He sought out the security guard, Arcturo 


Karmona, who was just coming into work. 
The guard approached the parked Impala, 
which now contained only the driver, and 
told him he had to move because of park 
rules. 

Karmona said it looked like “something 
was going down” and told Moore to call 
911. He read the license number to Moore 
off the back of the car with the help of a 
flashlight. Moore relayed the number to 
VBT police. 

Then, both Moore and Karmona testified, 
four black males ran between some mobile 
homes wearing dark clothes and carrying 
things that they put in the back seat of 
the waiting car. The tallest one paused to 
point a pistol at Moore and Karmona, who 
said they hid behind a van. Moore had an 
open-carry weapon on his hip, according to 
testimony. 

The two witnesses testified there were 
two people in front and three in back when 
the car sped off. 

Karmona, who had spoken to the driver, 
testified the driver was a light-skinned 
African American wearing a white T shirt, 
but Karmona was unable to positively 
identify him in court. 

Judge Oakley ultimately decided not to 
use Karmona’s statement. 

John Puckett, 36, who lives with Kim 
Strickland and her two daughters in a 
double-wide mobile home on Victoria, 
testified about that night when he and Kim 
were in bed and heard a noise coming from 
the front door. He got up to look and saw 
the door being kicked in. He said he ran 
back to Kim, threw her the cell phone and 
told her to call 911. 

Puckett said he saw four men in black 
clothes and wearing masks. One had a 
handgun and the other three had rifles, he 
testified. The masks included a “Scream” 
mask, a skull, and another Halloween 
mask, with the fourth person wearing a 
bandana across his head and face with only 
his eyes exposed. 

One asked Puckett for the “Wii” and so 
he gave him their Wii game system. But 
one said, “No, where’s the weed?” 

Puckett said he had about a handful of his 
personal stash and gave it to them, but they 
wanted more. A cell phone rang and one of 
the men yelled, “Let’s go, Reggie.” 

They ran out the door with the TV from the 
bedroom, an I-pod with a broken screen,

the Wii, and the marijuana. 

Puckett testified that he was held on 
the floor with a gun pointed at his head. 
The girls, ages 11 and 12, were in their 
bedroom, but there was testimony that they 
were seen peeking out their door. 

VBT officers responding to the 911 call 
at the mobile home were Chris Herrick and 
Joseph Smith. 

After the car left the mobile home park, 
the license number was broadcast over the 
police radio and Canton Officer Derren 
Kossick spotted it at the Kohl’s parking lot. 
He saw three people leave that car and get 
into another car. 

Officer Kossick followed and stopped 
the car on Belleville Road and found only 
defendant Brandon Fair in the vehicle. 
The incident was recorded on Kossick’s 
car video which was turned over to VBT 
Officer Jeffrey Stanton, who also testified. 
He said officers searched the car thinking 
there could be someone hiding in it. In the 
trunk he found Halloween masks, including 
a Scream mask, and black clothing. An I- 
pod with a cracked screen was in the “foot 
well” in the front seat. 

Fair reportedly waived his rights about 
giving a statement and implicated the 
others. 

VBT Detective Louis Keele testified he 
interviewed all four defendants, but the 
statements were not videotaped. 

“We do not videotape interviews, at the 
officer’s discretion,” Det. Keele testified. 

Keele said he gave the four their Miranda 
warnings and got confessions. 

Scribbling-Elmore indicated he was one 
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of the four after 45 minutes of questioning, 
Keele said. 

Marsh was arrested in front of Belleville 
High School at 3:43 p.m. the next day. He 
declined to write a statement because he 
said he had difficulties with grammar and 
writing, but he admitted to breaking into 
Puckett’s home with weapons and stealing 
the TV, Wii game and I-pod. 

Booker also admitted his involvement and 
said he drove to the location and waited for 
others to return to the vehicle. 

Keele said he searched the Marsh home 
at Green Meadows with two other officers 
with Marsh’s consent. The TV, Wii, and a 
BB gun were handed to him by the mother. 
Someone named Scott brought a rifle and 
shotgun to the station the following day 

Defense attorneys had questions about 
the teens incriminating themselves and 
whether co-conspirators could implicate 
each other and have it stick. This will be 
considered at circuit court in Detroit.

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Van Buren Public School 
District readies for 
Quality Assurance team

On Sunday, a five-member team will come 
to town with the intention of scrutinizing 
the educational work of the Van Buren 
Public Schools District in order to present 
an oral report on Wednesday afternoon. 


That’s when the district will learn its 
accreditation status with North Central 
Association on Accreditation and School 
Improvement. This is the first year the 
district is seeking accreditation as a district, 
instead of school by school. Each school 
currently is accredited separately. 

The public is invited to the 3 p.m. 
meeting on Wednesday, May 9, in the 
Administration Building to hear the report 
from the Quality Assurance Review Team. 
A longer, written report will be sent to the 
district within 30 days. 
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No matter how strong a district is, the 
QAR team is charged with presenting 
suggestions for improvement. 

“Thave high hopes,” said Special Services 
Supervisor Diane Kullis to the school board 
at a special meeting on Monday. 

If the QAR review goes well, the district 
will have bragging rights and will be 


able to advertise its new designation of 


accreditation of the whole district. Kullis 
said in the future if the district wishes to 
reopen one of its closed schools or open 
another school, that school will already be 
accredited through the district. 

Kullis gave the board many documents 
to study to prepare for the three-day QAR 
team visit, since the board members will be 
interviewed, along with the superintendent, 
administrators, teachers, members of the 
community, and probably a few students. 

Board members were a little nervous 
about whether they would be able to answer 
the questions posed by the team. 

Kullis calmed their fears, then presented 
the schedule. The team, which includes 
members from Georgia, North Carolina, 
and South Redford High School in 
Michigan, will arrive on Sunday to check 
into a local hotel, so they can start early on 
Monday. 

On Monday they will get an overview 
of the district from School Supt. Michael 
Van Tassel and then start their interviews 
in schools throughout the district, along 
with parent and community member 
interviews. 

They’ll eat in their hotel and Kullis 
has prepared carryout menus from local 
restaurants, so they can order and school 
representatives can pick up and bring the 
meals to the hotel. The team will continue 
working into the evening and start again 
early on Tuesday. They will split up in 
order to visit six different schools. 

When board members asked if the team 
will be impressed with the new Belleville 
High school being constructed, Supt. Van 
Tassel replied that they don’t care about 
the new buildings, but want to see artifacts 
(which includes many pages of reports) 
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and conduct interviews. 

They’ll be working Tuesday night again 
and then finish up on Wednesday morning 
before a final, heads-up report to Van Tassel 
before the public oral report at 3 p.m. 

In the past the district had a QAR visit for 
each school every five years. If accredited 
as a district, that would be reduced to one 
visit every five years. 

“This is voluntary. There is no requirement 
to do it,’ Van Tassel said, adding it will 
make the district stronger. “It’s a growing 
experience for the district. It’s a learning 
experience.” 

He said the report will show where the 
district is doing well and where it needs 
improvement. 

Kullis, who has served on a QAR team 
to study another district, said the team 
members just want to know the board 
cares about education of students and fully 
supports its superintendent. 

After they get the hoped-for good news of 
district accreditation, Kullis said she wants 
to advertise the success, so the community 
will know how well their schools are 
doing. 

While some districts take a year and a 
half to prepare for a QAR visit, the Van 
Buren Schools decided in December to 
seek a spring review. 

The local QAR team that prepared for the 
visit was made up of Kullis, Tim Ottewell, 
Michelle Briegel, Alisha Pitt, and Michelle 
Baker Herring. 

In other business at Monday’s meeting, 
the board: 

e Held the second readings and approvals 
of the new District Vision, Mission and 
Belief Statements and the Revised Board 
Policy on staff discipline; 

e Was advised the May 14 meeting 
would include the RESA budget, reports 
from three elementary principals and a 
superintendent’s evaluation in closed 
session. The board will be hearing from 
Van Tassel in that evaluation; 

e Was advised the May 21 special meeting 
will hear from two more principals, have 
discussion on whether the board will have 
four or six-year terms (to comply with new 
state law), and to begin budget discussions. 
The budget for the new school year must 
be adopted before July 1; and 

e Heard Van Tassel announce that the long- 
awaited public open house to see the new 
BHS has been tentatively set for Saturday, 
Aug. 18. There will be a ribbon cutting and 
the Education Foundation wants to have 
a roving dinner. Van Tassel said the date 
seems to be good so far because it is after 
demolition of the old high school and just 
before registration begins in the new high 
school. He emphasized the date is “not 
etched in stone”.

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The rest of the story on 
the ducklings caught in 
the Main St. storm sewer

Last week, the Independent published a 
picture of emergency workers rescuing a 
family of ducklings from the storm sewer 
underneath Main Street in Belleville. 
Here’s the rest of the story. 

Ken Smith of Douglas Carpet first 
noticed the female Mallard duck waddling 
back and forth across Main Street at about 
8:30 on the morning of Saturday, April 21. 
Smith said a driver stopped and helped 
the duck across, but then she wanted to go 
back across, so the man helped her cross 
three times. 

Smith pointed the duck out to Don 
Mason. The two were afraid she was going 
to get run over, so Mason called the police 
and Cpl. Todd Schrecengost responded. He 
said the mother duck was standing near 
the rectangular grate that led to the storm 
sewer and he looked down and saw the 
ducklings. 

He called the fire department for help and 
called Van Buren Township Dispatch to see 
if animal control had a net. The net VBT 
had contained openings that were too big 
to rescue a duckling. They would just fall 
through. 

But, Belleville Fire Department had nets 
that would work. Fire fighter Chris Rix 
arrived on a truck with Anthony Simons 
and Aaron Zhele. Later, Chris Zweng 
joined them on another truck. 

Fire fighters took the grate off the drain 
and were able to dip 10 ducklings out of 
the sewer. They put them in a box and 
followed the suggestion of VBT Police 
Lt. Dennis Brooks, to put them out in the 
grass. They took the box over to the vacant 
lot at the corner of Third and Main and 
put the ducklings under a tree, hoping the 
mother would find them. As that time, she 
was watching from a nearby rooftop. 

Rix said one of the ducklings was dead 
when they got there. They saved 10 and 
then put the grate back in place. They were 
picking up their tools, and getting ready 
to leave — when they heard another peep. 
There was one more left. The fire fighters 
couldn’t leave with one still under the 
street. 

They took the grate off again. Belleville 
Police Officer Jeff Wickham was across the 
street trying to make noise down the grate 
there to scare it over to the other side of the 
street. But it was somewhere in the middle

and couldn’t be reached. 

They used a fire hose to squirt some water 
in the sewer on Officer Wickham’s side, 
but that didn’t work. 

Then, they noticed the round manhole 
cover in the street two feet away and 
opened it. The duckling was right there and 
was quickly dipped out. 

By then, the mother duck was in the grass 
between the Styling Senter and the medical 
clinic, so they put the most recent rescue 
next to her. The two ran to each other, 
which warmed the hearts of the rescuers. 

Then they went over and gathered up the 
ducklings that were wandering around in 
the grass and put them back in the box. 

They carried the box of ducklings across 
the street and put them with the mother and 
the other duckling. Lots of happy ducklings 
reunited with their mother. 

The little family was heading off between 
the hair salon and the clinic when last 
seen. 

Cpl. Schrecengost said it was a nice 
change from the usual police runs and it 
had a happy ending, so everyone felt good 
about it. He said the city’s new Police 
Officer Wickham was having a great time. 

Lt. Brooks agreed the rescue was a nice 
change from regular police work.

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Leon Wright issues 
statement of intent to 
run for re-election 


Since becoming Van Buren Township 
Clerk in 2008, I have truly 
enjoyed serving you my 
constituents over the past | 
three years. Although the 
first two years were very 
challenging it allowed me 
the opportunity to grow 
as a person and most 
importantly as a public 
servant. It allowed me the ax 
opportunity to understand what it truly takes 
to be a good public servant. One might ask, 
what is the definition of a public servant? 
I define it as being an elected official who 
serves all the people and not a select few. 

During the past three years I believe we have 
been very fortunate as acommunity. We have 
been able to sustain in regards to being fiscal 
responsible in a very hostile economy. We 
were able to sustain jobs for our employees 
while most other communities were having 
massive layoffs and consolidation. Amidst 
all these obstacles I feel that I was still able 
to make significant progress. 

Here are some of the things that I was able 
to achieve: 

The Clerk’s office maintains four cemeteries 
in Van Buren Charter Township. Over the 
past three years, the labor-intensive task 
of entering all paper documentation into a 
cemetery software program was completed. 
An additional computer was purchased, 
a user manual was developed, cemetery 
maps created and all cemeteries were 
given physical addresses to allow for GPS 
locating. Residents may now conduct self- 
directed genealogical searches, to address 
resident concerns over maintenance and 
preservation of our cemeteries. I formed the 
Van Buren Township Cemetery Advisory 
Committee and stand as a representative 
to the committee. Through a collaborated 
effort this committee developed a Cemetery 
Ordinance; this ordinance was presented 
to the Board of Trustees on March 20, 
2012 as its first reading and approved on 
April 3, 2012. In honor of our veterans, I 
coordinated the placement of a veteran flag 
for all interments with the help of Township 
resident Marie Krouse. Also, I coordinated 
an Eagle Scout project, where they created 
an Honorary Veterans Plaque along with 
benches that will be placed in Tyler Cemetery 
this spring. 

To increase participation and promote 
awareness of elections I have actively 
reached out to the community. I aggressively 
pursued a Student Election Inspector 
Program with Belleville High School to 
foster a lifelong commitment to community 
service and presently conduct presentations 
on the functions of local government to the 
school’s civics classes. Now in its second 
election cycle, students are participating 
in the election process as both volunteers 
and paid election inspectors. Expanding 
on the success of this program, I have 
begun collaboration with Wayne County 
Community College-Western Campus to 
develop a similar program this year. 


Responding to a large volume of calls 
from residents on Election Day unsure 
of their polling locations, I developed a 
neighborhood “Polling Location Signage” 
program .Signage identifies where the specific 
precinct for residents is located. These signs 
are placed throughout a significant number 
of neighborhoods on Election Day through 
the collaborative efforts of neighborhood 
association members and apartment complex 
management. Fostering a relationship 
with local businesses, I have also recruited 
business owners with marquees to display 
messages on Election Day, reminding 
residents to vote. 

To address the needs of our seniors and 
disabled residents, an ADA compliant 
drive-up mail box was installed at the main 
entrance to our township. This was possible 
through the use of C.D.B.G. (Community 
Block Development Grant) funds that 
provide ease in return of Absentee Voter 
Applications and ballots. Efforts are under 
way to hold numerous Voter Registration 
Drives throughout the community this 
year. Most notably will be a booth at the 
Belleville National Strawberry Festival 
this summer. In collaboration with Sumpter 
Township and the City of Belleville, I will 
host an Election Inspector Orientation and 
Recruitment Seminar this spring. Embracing 
technological advancements in the election 
process, the required contracts have been 
executed in conjunction with the State of 
Michigan that will bring Electronic Poll 
Books to our jurisdiction in the very near 
future. 

Balancing the need of reaching the most 
residents, while focusing on declining 
revenues, I have re-negotiated legal notice 
publication costs. I maintain E-Newsletters 
“Legal Notices” and “Clerk’s Office 
Updates”. I also initiated at no cost to 
residents, a document shred day that been 
hosted annually for the past three years. 

Handling all human resource functions 
I’m currently in the process of negotiating 
my second contract with AFSCME local 
236. In conjunction with the Supervisor 
and Treasurer, we successfully negotiated 
the Host Community Agreement with 
Environmental Quality Hazardous Waste 
Landfill. This negotiation allowed for 
improvements and restoration to the Little 
League ball fields. These improvements 
included painting, upgrading of rest 
room facilities, parking lot pavement and 
landscaping. Continued upgrades to the 
dug-outs and concessions stand along with a 
new pavilion and playscape are in the plans 
for this summer, thanks to my suggestions 
for use of available C.D.B.G. funds. These 
funds can only be used in a low-income 
community. 

I have continued to enhance my skills 
and education with attendance at numerous 
Michigan Township Association classes 
and the completion of the Michigan 
Municipal Clerks Institute. I’m active in the 
International Institute of Municipal Clerks 
(IIMC), Michigan Association of Municipal 
Clerks (MAMC), Southeast Michigan 
Council of Governments (SEMCOG), 
Wayne County Clerks Association (WCCA) 
and Michigan Township Association (MTA).

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VBT wrestles with what 
to do about fisherman 
who mess up shoreline

On Sunday, Dennis Brooks left his Van 
Buren Township lakeside home and took 
his boat under the Belleville Bridge, only 
to get tangled in two fishing lines. 

The fishermen were outraged and pelted 
Brooks with bottles for messing up their 
fishing. 

On Monday, Brooks (a VBT police officer) 
and others were present in the audience at 
the VBT Board’s workshop session that 
considered the establishment of no fishing 
areas on a portion of the Belleville Lake 


shoreline and the posting of “no fishing” 
signs. 

Trustee Jeff Jahr said he can recognize 
the concerns of residents because there is 
a history to this that has gone back many 
years. The area around the Belleville 
Bridge is an extremely popular area for 
recreational fishing for township residents 
and visitors, he pointed out. 

But, there has been a lot of debris on the 
shoreline and graffiti under the bridge, he 
continued. It’s a long walk to a restroom, 
so fishermen are relieving themselves 
into the lake, often within the sight of 
homeowners. 

“When we went up to talk to the DNR for 
the library site ... they felt that the area by 
the causeway is the best fishing in the lake,” 
Jahr said, adding if fishing was part of the

library site agreement, Belleville would 
have to remove its No Fishing signs. 

Jahr said he thinks they should accept 
Terry Carroll’s recommendation to set up 
the 2,228 lineal feet of no-fishing area and 
post No Fishing signs, but also to send the 
issue to the Recreation Commission to 
look into a way to allow fishing in the lake, 
which might include arranging for trash 
pickup. 

Carroll, Director of Planning and 
Economic Development, had presented 
the recommendation on behalf of the 
administration. He also recommended 
paying up to $1,131 to buy the signs. That 
allows for $24 per post and $15 per sign. 

How far apart the signs would be posted 
is another issue. The present ordinance 
allows for signs to be placed 350’ apart, 
but Carroll measured the City of Belleville 
signs and he recommended placing them 
75’ apart, just like Belleville. 

“This is an entrance to our community 
and there has been a lot spent on the 
streetscape,” Jahr said. “The entrance to 
our community shouldn’t be littered with 
no fishing signs ... I don’t agree with sign 
after sign after sign after sign.” 

Jahr said he would seriously want to look 
at the spacing between signs, noting driving 
into the community and seeing all the signs 
“looks like we are against fishing.” 

“T hear the complaints, see the blight,” 
said Clerk Leon Wright. “It’s easy to pass 
a resolution ... but what accommodations 
can we make so people can fish?” 

He said some are recreational fishermen, 
but some people fish there to put food on 
the table. 

“Are we taking away their right to fish?” 
Clerk Wright asked. “I think we need to put 
more thought on the long-term effect.” 

“I think your suggestion is well-founded,” 
Carroll said. “There should be places for 
people to fish.” 

Supervisor Paul White said the best 
places to fish are up close to the bridge, 
but there is an alternative site at French 
Landing Dam. 

Jahr said that site is not supposed to be 
as good. 

Treasurer Sharry Budd said she took her 
grandchildren fishing at French Landing 
and she spent her time picking up trash left 
by fishermen. She remembers they had put 
trash barrels by the bridge in the past and 
the fishermen built fires in them. 

Trustee Phil Hart asked why Carroll 
brought this item to the board when it could 
be handled administratively. 

Carroll said the ordinance says the 
supervisor can authorize the no-fishing

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area, but the board has to approve his 
decision. He said he thought they could do 
it all at once. 

Carroll said they could consider fewer 
signs, but they have to be 8’ tall. Jahr said 
the county would have to give permission 
for signs in the road right of way. He agreed 
that the Recreation Commission should 
study the issue. 

“We want to ban indecent exposure, 
loitering, and graffiti, but we don’t want to 
ban fishermen,” Jahr said. 

Jahr, also a boater with a lakeside home, 
said boaters can only use the center span 
of the Belleville Bridge most of the time 
because of the fishing lines. He almost got 
hooked once by someone fishing from the 
bridge. 

Jahr said the DNR said this area is missing 
a good bet because there is salmon south of 
the French Landing Dam, but that area is 
very trashed out. Jahr said the DNR wanted 
local officials to do something about it. 

In business at the May | regular meeting, 
the board: 

e Approved buying and erecting signs 
banning fishing, swimming and loitering in 
an area on Denton Road and the Belleville 
Road causeway; 

eApproveda moratorium on the installation 
of DTE Energy Smart Meters until after 
the Michigan Public Service Commission 
completes its study of the meters, with 
Jahr voting no. Dennis Moore, director of 
the Willow Run Tea Party Caucus, urged 
the board to stand up to DTE. He said two 
bills are currently in the State House’s 
Committee on Energy and Technology 
which could make a difference: HB 5411 
and HB 5439; 

e Approved a request of revocation of 
Marimba Auto’s tax abatement granted by 
the Michigan State Tax Commission in 2009 
that runs through 2014, since Marimba lost 
a contract and sold at auction in February 
the equipment that was abated; 

e Approved special land use so 
McDonald’s on Belleville Road can redo 
its existing building; 

e Removed from the agenda the proposed 
approval of the low bid of Gen Power 
Products of Wixom to perform routine 
maintenance and repairs on 16 township 
back-up power generators at various 
locations. The agreement is for $6,350 per 
year for three years; and 

e Approved a $27,400 proposal from 
Wade Trim engineers to develop an update 
to the Township Water Distribution System 
Master Plan, as required by the state. Since 
it was in the middle of the water tower 
project, the state gave VBT an extension. 
A water reliability study must be done in 
5-year intervals. 

Closed-door meeting 

After the workshop session on April 30, 
the board went into executive session with 
its lawyer to discuss an attorney-client 
opinion on Victoria Park. Moore of the Tea 
Party objected to the legality of having a 
closed session for the stated reason, but 
they met in closed-door session anyway.
